Mis* Arnold 
has appeared to advantage in a 
number of farmer Workshop pro¬ 
ductions.

LIBERALS HOLD 
DISCUSSION OF 
MOONEY CASE 

All Factors in Trial of 
Labor Agitators 
Considered 


"The foundatinn of democracy 
for all fltute government rests up¬ 
on the public belief In the impar¬ 
tial ad min tot ration of justice.” 
With this statement, Mr, France 
opened the dtocdscion of the Moon- 
ey-BMlingfl ease at the Liberal club 
on November 25, 

Mr, France went on to show the 
relation of this fundamental Am ere 
ieun principle to the Muuney-Bill¬ 
ings case In the following sum¬ 
mary: 

"Unfortunately, in the lost few 
year* labor agitators in America 
have been more than once con¬ 
victed of crimes of which labor 
opinion and liberal opinion, after 
enreful study of the evidence, hold 
them innocent 

"The Sacco-Van aetti case in 
Massachusetts and the M coney- 
Billings ease in California have 
been outstanding examples of ap¬ 
parent miscarriages of Justice 
which have stirred opinion in lib¬ 
eral and labor Ndrales not only in 
America but throughout the world, 

"The facts of the latter case are 
briefly these: On July 22, 1915, 
during a preparedness parade in 
San Francisco, a planted bomb ex¬ 
ploded m one of the city streets, 
causing nine deaths and forty ser¬ 
ious injuries. Community feeling, 
running rife, demanded that some-!- 
nne be punished for this heinous 
crime* 

"Accordingly, Thomjlfl J, Mooney, 
a labor agitator who had previous¬ 
ly been the victim of unsuccess¬ 
ful fiame-up plots. Mrs. Mooney* 
Warren K. Billings, Israel Wain- 
burg ami Edward Nolan were ar¬ 
rested, 

"Mooney was convicted of first 
degree murder and sentenced to 
death, on the evidence of several 
witnesses of most disreputable 
standing, while the favorable tes¬ 
timony of reliable persons was dis¬ 
regarded. Billings was convicted of 
second degree murder and given a
